GADHAFI KILLED BY 
REVOLUTIONARY 
FORCES IN HOMETOWN 

CNN 

TRIPOLI, Libya Libyans erupted in euphoria Thurs- 
day after longtime dictator Moammar Gadhafi was 
killed by revolutionary forces who finally were able 
to overrun his hometown. 

Gadhafi had himself declared “King of Kings” of 
Africa. But Thursday he appeared bloody and lifeless 
in grisly cellphone images broadcast across the world. 

Libyans took to the streets to celebrate the end 
of a brutal era, to mark the historic day that the for- 
mer strongman, once thought of as untouchable, 
was gone. They sighed relief that after many months 
of fierce fighting— the war was over. They had won 
what had been dubbed one of the Arab Spring’s most 
improbable uprisings. 

Mahmoud Jibril, the chairman of the executive 
board of the National Transitional Council, declared 
Gadhafi dead. 

Also killed Thursday were Gadhafi’s son Mutas- 
sim and the chief of intelligence, Abdullah al-Senus- 
si, said Anees al Sharif, a spokesman for the National 
Transitional Council’s military arm in Tripoli. 

A video broadcast on the Al Jazeera Arabic net- 
work showed fighters surrounding an injured, blood- 
smeared Gadhafi and hoisting him onto the back of 
a truck. Another video showed an apparently dead 
Gadhafi with what appears to be a wound to his head. 

Revolutionary fighters attacked the house in Sirte 
where Gadhafi was hiding. Information Minister 
Mahmoud Shammam told CNN. Gadhafi was shot 
while trying to flee. 

“Col. Gadhafi is history” Shammam said. 


Gadhafi’s body was taken to Misrata, said Mah- 
moud Al Nacoua, the Libyan ambassador to Britain. 

Gadhafi ruled Libya with an iron fist for 42 years 
after seizing power in a bloodless coup against King 
Idris in 1969, when he was just an army captain. 

But a February uprising evolved into civil war that 
resulted in ousting the strongman from power. 

Gadhafi, wanted by the International Crimi- 


nal Court in The Hague, Netherlands, for alleged 
crimes against humanity had not been seen in public 
in months. 

“I think today is a day to remember all of Col. 
Gadhafi’s victims,” British Prime Minister David 
Cameron said. “People in Libya today have an even 
greater chance of building themselves a strong and 
democratic future.”

Occupy the vote 


New 'Vbrk Magazine 
recently conducted 
an interesting experi- 
ment on Occupy Wall 
Street— the mag 
actually talked to the 
protesters. A hundred 
of them, to be exact* 

So what did the 
politically disaffected 
youth (6o of them 
were under 30) have to 
say? According to the 
mag’s pollj 34 described 
themselves as “con- 
vinced the US. government is no better than, 
say, al-Qaida.” 

Really?! 

Sure, America may not be perfect, but our 
government still is a notch or 10 above an 
international terrorism network. 

Clearly, emotions are rurming strong among 
the movement that’s spread across the nation. 
’VbuVe probably seen the Chicago group if 
you’ve walked by Grant Park in the past week. 

It’s a bit difficult to ascertain a clear, unified 
message behind the movement, but it seems 
to be a diverse amalgamation of voices from 
all over the left side of the political spectrum 
speaking out against corporate greed and the 
influence of corporate money and lobbyists in 
government. 

Most are advocating for a more regulated 
system, while some are going so far as to call 
for a revolution to replace capitalism with 
socialistic government. 

That’s all great and wonderful if you want to 
grab media attention* But if you really want to 
create change, there’s no substitute for actually 
participating in the democratic process. 

Let me cite another stat from the Newlibrk 
Magazine piece: 55 of the protesters said they 
didn’t vote in the 2010 midterm election. Say 
what you want about the Tea Party move- 
ment— at least they carried that momentum all 
the way to the polls, making a real difference in 
the election outcomes. 



The Tea Party sought to reduce government 
spending, oppose taxation, and reduce the na- 
tional debt and budget deficit. It suceessfully 
brought those issues into the spotlight during 
the midterm elections and completely changed 
the conversation in Washington* 

Back at Occupy Wall Street, 41 respondents 
told New ^rk Magazine theyVe “fed up with 
Democrats” and believe the country “needs an 
overhaul” a la Ralph Nader. 

You see where I’m going with this? If more 
than half of these protesters don’t even vote 
and four out of 10 want to support a third- 
party candidate, the battle already is lost. 

A successful political movement has to 
make its presence felt in the polls for anyone in 
Washington to react. President Obama is cred- 
ited with doing a phenomenal job of mobiliz- 
ing the youth vote in 2008, and even then the 
turnout among 18- to 29-year-olds was 
51 percent. 

Political agendas aside. Occupy Wall Street 
and the Tea Party have one thing in common: 
They want change* The Occupy Wall Street 
movement just started, so it’s too early to tell 
if the participants can sustain it all the way 
through November 2012. But take it from 
the Tea Party: The most powerful tool at its 
disposal is the vote. 

That’s how you really change something. 
Otherwise you’re just another fringe move- 
ment looking to get on TV

Doomsday do-over 


OAKLAND, Calif. If there’s a Rapture and no 
billboard announces it, has the world really 
ended? 

Yes, or probably according to the Oak- 
land, Calif-based Family Radio ministry and 
its leader Harold Camping, who are sticking 
to their latest prediction that the world will 
end— for real this time, well maybe— Friday 

Camping originally foresaw a cataclysmic 
Doomsday on May 21, and his nonprofit spent 
millions of dollars preaching about the Arma- 
geddon on billboards, a fleet of RVs, radio sta- 
tions and throughout the worldwide media. 

Camping became one of the most popular 
Web searches in the days before the end, and 
the butt of jokes, particularly after the world 
survived the day 

Five months later. Camping, now 90, and 
his believers have not lost faith, but they have 
kept it to themselves. 

The billboards have disappeared, the 
evangelical caravan is parked, followers have 
folded up their End of Days sandwich boards 


and Camping, recovering from a stroke at his 
Alameda, Calif, home, and his ministry have 
kept quiet. 

“We have no comments for the media,” a 
friendly Family Radio operator said this week. 
“We’re not doing that any more.” 

Camping, however, recorded a message to 
his followers in recent weeks. 

“I’m still a long ways away from being 
healed, but there is progress being made,” 
says Camping, his normal gravelly voice now 
slurred. 

In the six-minute message. Camping ad- 
dresses the mistakes of May 21 and the expec- 
tations for Friday, which will not come with 
the global earthquake he once had predicted. 

“There’s a lot of things that we didn’t have 
quite right and that’s God’s good provision,” 
he says. “I really am beginning to think as I 
restudy these matters that there’s going to be 
no big display of any kind. The end is going to 
come very very quietly probably within the 
next month. It will happen, that is, by Oct. 21.”

Where would you like to see NFL games played 
besides Canada and England? 

An easy one would be Mexico. Competing with 
soccer overseas, we want to hit as many spots as 
we possibly can. What I found out also, from us 
going over there, I didn’t really realize there was 
an Italian league that plays professional football. 
Italy would be a good spot to go because there 
were a lot of Americans and a lot of Bears people 
there. If it's a safe country and has a pretty decent 
population, I think we have commitment to just .. 
start checking them off the list. 



A lot of coaches and athletes do commercials lor 
beer, athletic gear and products like that Why 
NyQuil? 

First off, with my background, I won’t be doing 
any beer commercials. [Smith has said his father 
battled alcoholism.] For me, here in Chicago, we 
need some cold medicine from time to time. I 
grew up using NyQuil. It was easy for me to put 
my name behind that product since I know exactly 
what it brings. And in coaching— we talk about 
this always— there's no such thing as a sick day I’ve 
never missed a day. It doesn’t happen. 

You’re on camera all the time, but what’s different 
about shooting a commercial? 

It's kind of mind-boggling, how many people [are 
involved].

So 
we wouldn’t be in favor of that, I know that for a 
fact. But we would be in favor of going overseas if 
it’s someone else’s home game.

DEADMAU5, OTHERS ARE ROCK STARS OF THE DIGITAL AGE

From his headlining set at Lollapalooza this year 
to his record-breaking, sold-out shows in Man- 
hattan (six of them), it’s safe to say Deadmau5 
has hit the mainstream. 

The Canadian DJ, who plays two shows at the 
Aragon Ballroom this weekend, also is a part an 
elite group of superstar DJs such as Tiesto, Da- 
vid Guetta and Armin Van Buuren, who make 
big money playing stages and stadiums as big as 
those occupied by Lady Gaga or Arcade Fire. 

Over the past several years the global electron- 
ic music touring market has grown into a billion- 
dollar industry based on the sale of tickets to 


clubs, concerts and private events for both rock 
star DJs and smaller “bedroom DJs,” according 
to Joel Zimmerman, head of the electronic mu- 
sic division at William Morris Endeavor agency, 
and who, coincidentally, shares the same name as 
the artist behind Deadmau5. 

“{Dance music is] not going anywhere except 
getting bigger,” said Michael Harrison Berg, 
managing partner at local events production

5 reasons to check out 
the new Pump Room

If any restaurant in town has been in need of 

a facelift, the Pump Room was it. 

The Cjold Coast supper club opened in 1938; 
in its heyday, it was the place to be, with celeb- 
rity diners from Frank Sinatra to Mick Jagger. 

But over the years, the glamour faded and 
the restaurant dipped off the radar of most, 
especially those younger than 50. My parents 
went there one time for their anniversary and 
that's about all I knew— and cared to know— 
about the place. 

'ITien Ian Schrager, a real estate hot-shot 
known for relaunching such historic hotels 
as NYC’s Gramercy Park Hotel into instant 
hipdom, stepped in. He turned the Ambas- 
sador East into the sleek, boutiquey Public 
Hotel and gave the Pump Room more than 
just a little Botox. Both celebrated a grand 
opening last week after a month in “preview.” 

Now that everything’s official, let’s discuss 
the reasons the Pump Room might be worth 
checking out. 

Apparently the place is famous 

D You'll get a kick out of comparing the 
old-school Pump Room (see the Life 
magazine cover outside the restrooms for 
reference) to the new one, which mirrors the 
layout but trades the chandeliers for floating 
globe lights and the white tablecloths for 
wooden tables. The new Pump Room isn’t 
expensive, but everyone’s dressed like it is. 
The dinner crowd was half retirees, half 30 s 
and 40 s.

restaurant from famous chcfJcan-Gcorges 
Vongerichten that landed a James Beard 
Award for best new restaurant this year, 
Schrager recruited Vongerichten to create 
the Pump Room menu, and that alone has 
been enough to get people excited about it, 
proven by the three-hour walk-in wait for a 
table last weekend. 

“Farm-to-table” is such a popular din- 
ing approach these days that it’s more of 
a surprise when a chef says he or she isn’t 
inspired by local, seasonal produce. I lere, 
the sweet potatoes served with the wiener 
schnitzel (a reprise of a Pump Room original) 
are from Green Acres Farm in Indiana and 
the concord grapes turned into ice cream are 
from Mick Klug Farm in Michigan, 

With such a laige dinner menu (14 starters, 
23 entrees at last look) there are bound to be 
some hits and misses, A direct pull from the 
ABC menu, crab toast (Si i) with lemon aioli 
lacked citrusy zip, but perfectly caramelized 
Brussels sprouts with avocado and pecans (S6) 



were one of the best preparations (not count- 
ing those with bacon) Eve had around town. 

In the entree department, a big hunk of 
boneless fried chicken sits in a pool of just- 
spicy-enough hot-sauce butter ($19), but the 
wilted spinach was a boring supporting act. 
Pasta dishes include oversized bowties with 
lemony veal meatballs in onion gravy, which 
landed somewhere between decent and 
c rave-worthy (S 17)* 

A sundae with candied popcorn and 
peanuts (S7), also borrowed from ABC, is the 



most popular dessert according to our serv- 
er— the salted caramel ice cream, however, 
was neither salty nor caramely/llie silky and 
rich chocolate cake with toasted marshmallow 
icing was a way better use of calories (Sy).

In the weeks before its opening, 
the Pump Room got an extra hit of 
attention when Rockit Ranch’s Billy Dec 
announced he’d be “creative consultant” for 
the Pump Room’s bar. Dec’s not authorized to 
comment on behalf of the Pump Room, but 
Schrager says Dec helped him learn about the 
local nightlife scene and pitched in opinions 
on the drink list and hiring. The bar is small 
and chic, but not to be mistaken for the next 
River North rager to party all night long.

Tightly wound drama ... 
for financial crisis geeks 


I couldn’t explain 
what the term 
“margin call” means 
without looking it up, 
so m let you do the 
same. Just know that 
it’s a fittingly unsexy 
title for an unsexy 
movie about powerful people in suits talk- 
ing about numbers. And, yes, I realize that 
normally a movie featuring people like Simon 
Baker, Demi Moore and Penn Badgley would 
be considered sexy 

Despite about zero percent of the popula- 
tion wanting to think any more about the 
great (terrible /horrible/ridiculous) 2008 
financial crisis, “Margin Call” finds strong 
footing in telling a small story about how one 
investment firm might have spent the 
24 hours after discovering that everything 
was about to hit the fan. 

Zachary Quinto (“Star Trek,” “Heroes”) 
stars as a relatively low-level risk manage- 
ment analyst who, after his just-fired boss 
(Stanley Tucci) passes along an external hard 
drive and advises, “Be careful,” discovers that 
the firm has so over-leveraged itself that the 
projected losses exceed the company’s value. 
What does that mean for the higher-ups 
(Kevin Spacey Simon Baker, Demi Moore, 
Aasif Mandvi and Paul Bettany)? Immedi- 
ate, late-night meetings that go all the way 
to the top, which means John Tuld (Jeremy 
Irons) flying in on his helicopter ASAP. Peter

(Quinto) and his sidekick (Badgley), mean- 
while, get pulled along for the ride on a long 
day that won’t be any brighter when the sun 
comes up. 

Aside from Moore, the casting’s all right- 
on, and so is the language. First-time feature 
writer-director J.C. Chandor includes a few 
too many momentum-killing, big-meaning 
speeches, but “Margin Call” pulses with 
understated professional restraint, broken 
only by consistent F-bombs from people 
with no better means of expressing surprise 
and horror over the catastrophic situation 
they’ve created. 

Few targets are easier than the disgusting 
excess of executive bonuses; the film’s more 
centered on the quiet arrogance that al- 
lowed large institutions to shoot themselves 
somewhere more painful than the foot. Up 
there in the executive dining room, “Margin 
Call” demonstrates, a few little bills (and the 
people on the ground chasing them) don’t 
look like much. 

The film’s borderline funereal tone shows 
not just how the influence of one or two peo- 
ple can direct the actions of a big company 
and trillions of dollars, but how currency 
designed to establish civility so often turns us 
against each other.

You play a young atialyst who discovers 
some serious information that causes major 
panic at the company.

Rut I felt 
really drawn to the role, as well Obviously 
the social relevance of the film drew me in, 
but there is something about the perspective 
and the compelling way in which the story is 
laid out. It invites the audience to have their 
own opinions. It generates dialogue. 

And you're also producing for the first time.

I had to work hard {as a producer] to get the 
movie together before I could start focusing 
on my role. But once I did that, I immersed 
myself in my relationship with the character 
and it became about my work as an actor. 

My producing responsibilities waned a bit by 
that point, and I relied heavily on my produc- 
ing partners on the day-to-day stuff.

You mustVe read the script and know. 

I start prepping Nov. i and we start 
[shooting] mid-January 

You're also back on TV in an upcoming 
two-part episode of the FX series 
"American Horror Story." 

Yes, then Fm going back to do a couple more 
I think before the end of the season. I play a 
gay ghost. It’s basically like my [gay] charac- 
ter on [the former VIIi series] “So NoTORI- 
ous” and my character from “I leroes” mixed 
into one. 

Do you think playing gay roles could 
typecast you? 

No, I don’t think so. I’ve played gay charac- 
ters before. I’ve played straight characters 
before. It hasn’t shaped my relationship to 
my work and they’ve all been interesting 
characters.

The verdict: Movies “inspired by a true story” 
rarely have so little detail. There are good 
guys and bad guys and the complexity ends 
there, with no sense of anybody’s motivation 
or relationship to one another. As a young girl 
caught in the middle of the madness, Chloe 
Grace Moretz (“Let Me In”) largely wanders 
around in a daze, and Morgan embarrasses 
himself during what’s supposed to be an 
emotional breakdown for a cop who doesn’t 
give a damn about jurisdiction and won’t stop 
until the case is cracked! The police intelli- 
gence also couldn’t be more basic— oh, really 
do you think those sleazy dudes changed the 
license plate on their car?

Walking Dead* star left 
Jersey for Great Britain

For someone who spent the first 13 years of 
her life in Cherry Hill, NJ., Lauren Cohan 
has quite the British accent. 

Not that you’ll get to hear it in AMC’s 
“The Walking Dead,” which Cohan joins 
at 8 p.m. Sunday, playing Maggie, a Geor- 
gia farmer’s daughter who encounters the 
show’s band of survivors after their exodus 
from zombie-ridden Atlanta. 

“She comes from a very Christian back- 
ground. She hasn’t been all that exposed to 
the zombies,” Cohan said, trying to keep 
things spoiler-free. “She’s not really been 
exposed to the world outside the world she 
lives in.” 

Cohan, on the other hand, has been 
out and about, leaving New Jersey for her 
mother’s native Britain in her early teens 
and returning to the U.S. (birthplace of 
both her father and stepfather) at 22. Af- 
ter recurring roles on both “Supernatural” 
and “The Vampire Diaries” on the CW, 


Cohan’s no stranger to the devotion some 
feel to shows with occult or science-fiction 
elements. 

“I wasn’t that up to speed on zombies, per 
se. But I definitely understood and respect- 
ed like how serious people are about them. 
And I think what’s so exciting about ‘The 
Walking Dead’ is that it’s not really about 
the zombies,” Cohan said. 

“I mean, it’s going to satisfy people that 
want the gore, and the horror and the inten- 
sity of the zombie attacks, but what I like 
about this vs. the comics (the show is based 
on] is that it’s not just about the darkness,” 
she said. “It goes so very deeply into these 
characters and how living in this kind of 
world makes us human or makes us into less- 
than {human}.” 

As for the enduring appeal of zombies, 
“the only thing I can liken it to is fantasy re- 
alism. When I read a book that takes some- 
thing very extreme and treats it matter-of- 
factly it’s an exciting alternate reality”

Fairy tale story as charming as Prince

If you can get over 
your giggling at the 
fairy-tale premise of ABC’s “Once Upon a 
Time,” you’re probably going to delight in 
the new drama from the writers of “Lost.” 

That’s a big “if” 

Here’s the idea: Characters from a fairy- 
tale world that includes Snow White, Prince 
Charming, the Seven Dwarfs, Gepetto, Jiminy 
Cricket and Rumpelstiltskin have been magi- 
cally transported by the Evil Queen (Lana Par- 
rilla) to modern Storybrooke, Maine, without 
memory of their original identities. Snow 
White (Ginnifer Goodwin), for example, 
becomes Mary Margaret Blanchard, a teacher 
on her way to becoming a spinster because 
she just can’t find her Prince Charming, until 
he comes along in the form of an unidentified 
coma patient (Josh Dallas). 

The Evil Queen has now taken the form of 


the town’s evil mayor, who adopted a child, 
Henry (Jared Gilmore), who reads a book a 
fairy tales given to him by Mary Margaret like 
it’s a crystal ball. It tells the story of all the 
townfolks’ real identities and can be used as a 
roadmap to expose his adopted mom’s wicked 
ways. He seeks out— oh, wait, spoilers! 

Anyway the Evil Queen/Mayor Regina 
feels her grip on the town is threatened 
by bounty hunter Emma Swan (Jennifer 
Morrison). When Emma, Henry and Mary 
Margaret meet up, they begin to unravel the 
mystery in hopes of getting everyone back to 


their fairy-tale home. 

You can tell a couple of “Lost” writers— 
Adam Horowitz and Edward Kitsis— cre- 
ated the series, and that “Lost” co-creator 
Damon Lindelof was a “consulting producer,” 
whatever that is. The story slingshots back 
and forth from the fairy-tale world to Story- 
brooke, and the mystery and intrigue seem 
like they wiU build and build. Yet the writers 
are clever and playful in how they insert the 
fairy-tale characters into the present day 

“Once Upon a Time” is just as charming as 
a prince.
